AUTO FOUND IN 
RIVER; DECKER’S 
DEATH SOLVED 


(Picture on back page.) 

Seuth Bend, Ind., April 14.—-[Spe- 
cial.J—Soren W. Decker, 21 year old 
Chicago salesman, died an accidental 
death, according to a coroner’s verdict 
today. The finding was made after the 
coupe in which Decker disappeared on 
Jan. 27 was taken from the St. Joseph 
river today near where Decker’s body 
was discovered last Monday. 

It was appareni that the young man 
had speeded down Washington avenue 
hill and crashed through an iron fence 
into the Oliver mill race along the 
river. It had been learned that he 
was pursuing two young women who 
had driven away .from a gay party in 
a hotel here. 

Police believe that the broken glass 
in the rear of the coupe is evidence 
off Decker’s fight to save himself as 
the machine plunged to the bottom of 
the 18 foot race. 

‘Decker was the son of a wealthy 
Californian and there had been a wide 
search for him. Mrs. Decker is here 
from her parents’ home in Sheboygan, 
Wis., to claim the body. 


$100,000 FUND IS 
LEFT TO U. OF C. 
FOR CANCER WORK: 
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THE WEATHER 
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Mercury Sale 
in Bay State 
Is Held Legal 


Boston, Mass., April 14.—[Special.]— 
Judge James M. Morton, in federal 
court today, ruled twice in favor of 
Henry L. Mencken, editor of the 
American Mercury, in his controversy 
with the Rev. J. Frank Chase, and The 
Watch and Ward society, over the sale 
of the magazine in Boston. 

Under an opinion handed down by 
Judge Morton, the Watch and Ward 
society and its secretary were re 
strained by injunction from interfering 
with the circulation of issues of the 
American Mercury by intimidating 
news dealers. 

The judge also declined to dismiss a 
suit brought by Mencken against 
Chase and the society, for $50,000. 

Society’s Act Illegal. 

The opinion of Judge Morton states 
that the court finds the act of the 
society threatening distributors of the 
magazine as “ illegal.” The opinion 
says further, — It follows that the mo- 
tion to dismiss the suit should be de- 
nied and that a temporary injunction 
should be issued in accordance with 
the prayers of the bill. :

VICTIM THROWN 
FROM ‘AUTO IN 
DEATH MYSTERY 


The body of a well dressed man 
about 40 years old and possibly an 
Italian was found in a ditch beside 
'Twenty-second street in Broadview last 
night.

SMALL’S DEFEAT IN THE 
STATE. 


The nomination of Garrett D. Kinney as Repub- 
lican candidate for state treasurer is assured. 
Gov. Small has lost a state-wide contest of the 
greatest importance to him and it is the first 
defeat his organization has met in such elections 
since its control was clamped down. 

Through the candidacy of Stratton, who was in 
charge of outside work at the Waukegan trial, 
Small sought to recapture control of the state 
treasury. That and control of the legislature were 
required for further success in the next two years 
and, if they could be bridged, for an attempt at 
renomination and reélection. .

AN ESSENTIALLY SOUND 
ELECTORATE. 


Factional puzzlements may disturb the electoral 
equilibrium when it comes to voting for candidates 
for office, but it is reassuring to those who some- 
times have doubts about the efficacy of democracy 
to note the essential soundness of the voting pub- 
lic on questions of material civic improvement. 

An overwhelming majority approved all sixteen 
bond issues, the Municipal court amendments, and 
the proposition enabling the creation of Cook 
county’s forest preserve zoo. There were no polit- 
ical side issues to becloud the main one contained 
in the “little ballot,” which was that of city and 
county progress, The voters wanted progress and 
they cast their ballots for it. 

“They voted for streets, bridges, lights, traffic 
lights, fire stations, district yards, better pay for 
Municipal court attachés, and for the zoological 
garden at 35th street and the Des Plaines river, 
which promises to be one of the most notable at- 
tractions of Chicago and the Chicago region. 

The vote on the proposition ballot proves that 
the fundamental desire of a democratic people is 
to approve what is good for them and for their 
neighbors.

CHARLESTON.—Fort Sumter has 
surrendered. The confederate flag 


floats over its walls. Batteries at Fort 
Moultrie, Cummings Point, Morris 
island, Sullivan island and Steven’s 
battery continued to pour shells into 
Maj. Anderson’s beleaguered strong- 
hold all day Friday, all Friday night 
and Saturday morning. More than 
2,000 shells were thrown into the fort. 
In the afternoon of Saturday Wigfall 
was sent by Gen. Beauregard under a 
flag of truc® to aid Maj. Anderson in 
subduing the flames that attacked the 
fort. Maj. Anderson had just dis- 
played a flag of truce and Wigfall in- 
formed him. the surrender must be 
unconditional. The federal fleet lay 
off the bar and either could not or 
would not aid Anderson. The major 
and his men were taken to Morris 
island. It is reported he surrendered 
because his quarters and barracks 
were destroyed and he had no.hope 
of reinforcements. 


WASHINGTON.—You cannot imag- 
ine the indescribable fury manifested 
here on the news of the surrender of 
Fort Sumter. Union men everywhere 
were crying out in wrath and shame 
and vowing fearful vengeance. At first 
the impression was that Maj. Anderson 
had turned traitor, but President Lin- 
coln declared Anderson was instruct- 
ed to surrender if thoroughly con- 
vinced of the impossibility of relief. 
The government is utterly at a loss to 
understand the failure of the fleet to 
act. The President issued a proclama- 
tion calling out 75,000 volunteers to 
meet the emergency and this was met 
with unbounded enthusiasm. It is ex- 
pected 10,000 men from New York and 
Pennsylvania will be concentrated here 
within three days. 


CHICAGO.—Yesterday was a day 
long to be remembered in Chicago. 
The city was given up to an intense 
and all pervading excitement as a re- 
sult of the fall of Fort Sumter.

Five witnesses 
were called to convince the court that 
instead of being drunk on the night 
of March 6 at the Hotel Del Coronado 
Col. Williams was merely upset by the 
hexyl resorcinol he had been taking in 
accerdance with his doctor’s orders. 

They agreed that the chemical com- 
pound frequently caused distress to the 
patient by inducing stomach sickness, 
dizziness, nausea, and other discom- 
forts likely to spoil any party. 

Had Dental Lesions.

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DELAYS FARMERS 
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WINTRY SPRING 


IN SEEDING CROPS 
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Survey Finds Planting Is 
Delayed Two Weeks. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
- ‘Farmers are from two to three’ 
weeks behind in the seeding of small 
grains this spring in Illinois. Recent 
rains and snows have left the soil wet 
and soggy, and little field work has 


been done. : 

Reports from farmers and corre-| 
spondents in various parts of the 
State yestercay showed that a few had 
ventured into the dry spots in their 
fields during the last few days in cen- | 
tral and southern Ulinois. The ground | 
on most farms, even as far south as 
St. Louis, is still too wet and the oat 
crop is yet to be sown. The seeding 
of oats in central Illinois is ordinarify 
completed by the first part of April, 
and farmers say that with fair weather 
they will de well to get them in by; 
the last week in April. | 

Poor Stands Expected. 

What few oats have been sown have 
in most cases been “ mudded in,” and 
poor stands ‘are expected from the 
early seeded fields. Mold boards of 
plows have been scoured for weeks, | 
waiting to start turning over the fields | 
for corn, but not a wheel has been | 
turned. 

The late spring is particularly dis- | 
couraging to farmers south of here) 
where the acreage of winter wheat was 
severely cut as a result of bad weather | 
last fall. Plans had been made to sow | 
spring wheat on this land but prac- | 
tically all of it is still untouched. | 
More delay will make it necessary to 
use the ground for other crops that 
can be planted later, which will likely 
result in an increased acreage of corn. 

Farmers in southern Illinois say 
that it has been too wet to sow oats | 
there until this week and only a few, 
fields are workable. From Champaign, 
-De Witt and Logan counties comes 
about the same story. 

Rain Is New Setback. 


An hour's rain yesterday gave farm- 
ers another setback in central Illinois, 
according to Charles A. Ewing, who 
lives in Decatur and has farms in Mc- 
Lean county. He says there has been 
little grain sown in either McLean or 
Macon county and farmers will not be 
able to get into their fields until next 
week even with favorable weather, and 
they are already two weeks late. 

Over on the eastern side of the state 
in Iroquois county, which is two or 
three counties south of the southern 
tip of Lake Michigan, farmers are two 
weeks behind schedule, according to 
L. W. Wise of Watseka. He says 
that little field work has been done, few 
oats sown, fields are muddy and soft. 
“We are usually through sowing oats . 
by the first week in April and farmers 
haven't started yet except in a few 
cases,” he said.
